Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

October 4, 2005

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday, October 4 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman Jonathan Henry. Also present were 
Selectman Andrew Jeffrey, Selectman David Pierce, Town 
Administrator Jack Dolan, and Secretary Helene Craver. 

The board first approved the minutes of the 
September 20 meeting and then met at 7:05 pm with Fire 
Chief Richard Guerzoni to discuss a new ticketing proce- 
dure for fire and building code violations as proposed by 
the state. 

"It's an alternative, non-criminal procedure for 
fire and building code violations," Chief Guerzoni ex- 
plained. "This procedure has a plus in that it builds a pa- 
per trail for violations. The ticketing applies only to state 
fire and building codes. The individuals (who enforce 
violations) are to be paid $2,500 a year ... with funding 
coming from fines collected. The fee schedule ... includes 
fines of $100, $500 and then $1,000." 

Since there were no set parameters for who could 
administer these violations, the board proposed that Town 
Administrator Jack Dolan be appointed as the town's 
hearing officer for this purpose.

Chief Guerzoni said. "Fire officials throughout the state 
are being urged to work more closely than they used to ... 
to enforce these codes." 

With the stipulation that Mr. Dolan be appointed 
as the hearing officer for a one-year term (with an eye 
toward possible regionalization of this position in the 
future), the board imanimously voted to adopt the new 
ticketing procedure for fire and building code violations 
as presented. 

The board next discussed the appointing of a full- 
time Harbormaster after having narrowed the field down 
to three finalists.

"It's been difficult to screen all the applicants," 
Chairman Henry said. "The qualifications of all the indi- 
viduals was nothing short of amazing. A week ago (the 
board) was able to interview the final three candidates." 

"It was a very, very tough choice on my part," 
Selectman Jeffrey added. "What really swayed me was 
talking to people who knew this individual. I'd like to 
recommend Michael Cormier for the position of Harbor- 
master." 

The nomination of Michael Cormier was second- 
ed and unanimously approved by the board. 

Mr. Dolan wished to commend the work of In- 
terim Harbormaster John Potito and also said he offered 
to work alongside the newly-appointed Harbormaster to 
help bring him up to speed in his new job. It is expected 
that Mr. Cormier would assume his new position "within 
two weeks or no more than a month," according to Mr. 
Dolan. 

The board also voted to notify the three finalists 
in writing of their decision and thank them all for apply- 
ing. 

"Mr. Cormier had what I'd describe as a landslide 
of public support," Chairman Henry said. "People from 
all walks of life ... spoke very highly of him and their will- 
ingness to work with him." 

On a related note, Mr. Dolan mentioned they 
received only one bid for a new Harbormaster's boat — a 
27-foot Boston whaler vessel at a cost of $148,055 — which 
was well under the allocated Town Meeting appropria-

"I think with a portion of the remaining funds, we 
might be able to buy a trailer to haul it and /or transport it 
for service," Mr. Dolan said. 

Selectman Pierce asked if the vessel came fully 
equipped. 

"The bid includes a VHP radio, a loudspeaker, 
GPS ... all the suitable electronics for a boat of this size," 
Mr. Dolan said. "It would be equipped pretty much for 
usage. Some things would be transferred from the existing 
boat." 

Upon Mr. Dolan's recommendation as the town's 
procurement officer, the board unanimously voted to 
award the purchase of the Harbormaster's boat at a price 
of $148,055. 

The board next signed and approved one-day, all- 
alcohol licenses for events at the Marion Social Club and 
Marion Music Hall; signed an easement for the Mattapoi- 
sett River Valley Water District; and signed and approved 
a $33,000 Seed Money Budget for the Old Rochester 
Regional Community Television, Inc. (ORCTV) to run the 
cable access operations for the tri-towns.

Mr. Huntoon advised they received a letter from 
Mark Wellington about property owned off Ryder Road 
by the Ashley family — an estimated 43.15 acres, 20.5 of 
which are active cranberry bogs. "The entire property is 
imder (a Chapter 61A conservation restriction) and has an 
estimated $485,000 market value," Mr. Huntoon read from 
the letter. 

"They are going before the Board of Health for a 
well permit and a septic system," Mr. Himtoon explained. 
"I told (Mr. Wellington) that if we had any interest right 
now, we'd have to get (the property) appraised." 

The board opted to take a "wait and see" attitude 
with regard to this parcel of land. 

"Let them go through (the Conservation Commis- 
sion) and the Board of Health," Selectman Nunes said. 

"He asked me if the town was interested in (the 
property) at all, and I didn't want to answer that," Mr. 
Himtoon said. "There is no purchase and sale agreement 
(attached)." 

Mr. Himtoon also reported he went out to Snow's 
Pond Road last week with Town Counsel Blair Bailey and 
Selectman Morse to investigate the situation raised by 
abutters along the private road over potential trespass- 
ing concerns. Legally, he was told the police can enforce 
trespassing violations on Snow's Pond Road since it is 
essentially "private property." 

"Police Chief Paul Magee is on vacation right 
now, and when he comes back we'll talk to him about 
that," Mr. Huntoon said.

"So, standing on Snow's Pond Road is the same 
as (trespassing) in my backyard?" Chairman Laboa asked. 
"Even though they have easements?" 

"If there's a suspicious motor vehicle or suspi- 
cious person, the police should respond to (a complaint) 
as they would any other," Mr. Huntoon said. "This is an 
issue with a couple of people ... not everyone." 

Mr. Huntoon also discussed a memo from Fire 
Chief Scott Ashworth requesting to raise the rate of third 
party details for firefighters and EMTs to be on par with 
the newly-increased police detail rate of $30 an hour 
(bumped from the previous $20 an hour).

evolved into an exempt position," Mr. Hartley said. 
"We're not talking about the person ... you need to take 
the personalities out of it." 

"I think we're feeling a little uncomfortable with 
this level of increase," added FinCom Chairman Michael 
Costa. "This position was evaluated a few years ago ... 
and now if s being re-evaluated for another substantial 
increase. I'm not sure I can get up there and justify this 
... without input from the Personnel Board. I don't feel I 
have enough information to recommend (this article). On 
the surface it just appears to a taxpayer that this is a huge 
increase." 

"I xmderstand she does put in a lot of time," Se- 
lectman Nunes said. 

"All the positions in the exempt status have a cer- 
tain professional status ... (but) I don't think moving from 
Grade 10 to Grade 11 in the non-exempt status is the way 
to go," said FinCom member Jill Bodeau. 

"We've been working on this for a year and a 
half," Chairman Laboa said, dismissing the suggestion 
that this was a last-minute personnel change. 

"I would think you would want (this position) to 
be non-exempt if only to get the overtime pay," Selectman 
Nunes said. "If we knew what she made in overtime last 
year, that would be a good indicator of whether this is 
justified or not."

Mattapoisett Tax Bills 

The second quarter of the 2006 Preliminary Tax 
Bills are due November 1. Tax bills were mailed on July 
1 with payment coupons for both the first and second 
quarters attached at the bottom of the bills and the receipt 
portion at the top. 

Taxpayers should have retained the second 
quarter payment coupon for payment due by November 
1. No other notification will be mailed. There will be a 50-cent 
charge for reprinting a tax bill. 

Payment and coupon should be mailed to P.O. 
Box 1596 or deposited in the mail slot at Town Hall. 
The receipt portion and second quarter coupon may be 
brought to the office with payment during normal work 
hours. 

If payment is not received in the Collector's Office 
by the due date, interest shall accrue daily at a per diem 
rate of 14 percent per state law. Any accrued interest for 
the first or second quarters shall appear on the third quar- 
ter coupon on the Actual Tax Bill in January. If taxes are 
escrowed and are paid by a bank or mortgage company 
electronically, taxes should automatically be paid quar- 
terly.

A History of Violence. Starring 
Viggo Mortensen and Maria Belio. 
Directed by David Cronenberg. 
Running time: 96 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

In A History of Violence, brutality hurts 
and has sickening consequences in a way 
it hasn't in any American movie since 
Unfbrgiven. Men expire inconveniently, 
gurgUng face-down in their own blood on a diner floor; they get pounded 
in Ae face until the nose effectively disappears in a smear of cartilage 
and ripped skin. The movie, however, sets up situations in which we 
want, need, the killing and maiming to happen. The tension builds in a 
slow boil, then ignites furiously when we're not quite ready for it. Man 
is a violent species, and director David Cronenberg, who has spent thirty 
years studying that species in such films as Dead Ringers and Tlie Fly, 
impUcates his audience and himself in the violence, as he did in 1982's 
grotesque Videodrome. The theme of the movie could be: Killing feels 
good until it's over — then what do you do? 

The mystery of the film . adapted loosely fi^om a mediocre 1 997 graphic 
novel by John Wagner (writer) and Vince Locke (artist), is whether small- 
town diner owner Tom Stall (Viggo Mortensen) — an aw-shucks guy to 
all appearances — is hiding dark and bloody secrets from his past. One 
night, a couple of thieves and thriU-kiUers invade Tom's diner. (Aside: 
Suzanne Vega's song of the same name — "I am waiting at the counter/For 
the man to pour the coffee" — will take on inadvertent macabre humor 
after this film.) Tom dispatches them with suspicious ease, is crowned 
a local media hero, and attracts the attention of shadowy men led by a 
scarred Ed Harris (dropping his usual intensity and coming across all 
the more frightening), who seems convinced that Tom is actually a man 
named Joey Cusack, from back in PUlly. We assume that Joey, whoever 
he is, wasn't a kindly city hot-dog vendor or puppy breeder. 

Cronenberg isn't terribly interested in artificial mysteries, though. 
Nor is he all that impressed with the novel's emphasis on mob connec- 
tions. What he's after is simple: Is the human machine hard-wired for 
violence, and what happens when the machine tries to rewire itself? 
Tom, played with effortless precision in moments both cruel and gentle 
by Mortensen, is a classic movie figure — the man capable of ghastly 
carnage who has chosen a peaceful path until circumstances force his 




hand. In Cronenberg's hands, this neo-westem becomes a meditation on 
the essence of all those movies. Family life (civihzation) is nurturing; 
IdUing is exciting. But switch "killing" with "going to strip clubs" or the 
disreputable bachelor pastime of your choice, and you have a metaphor 
for how a man changes — or doesn't — when he opts for the credibility 
of wife and children. 

A great deal of the movie's impact depends not on Viggo Mortensen 
but on Maria BeUo, who should be ready to take over the planet any day 
now. She plays Tom's wife Edie, a lawyer who, I think, was attracted to 
safe homespun Tom and his small-town Ufe and moved away from city 
stress (her voice still has an urban cadence; Tom has an Indiana drawl 
that eventually sUdes into something more threatening and razory). Edie 
finds Tom exciting, going so far as to recreate the innocent devirginizing 
neither of them really had, fantasizing being a cheerleader in bed with her 
quarterback boyfriend. The first of the movie's sex scenes is warm and 
playful (unusual for Cronenberg); the second, a thrashing and bruising 
event on a stairwell after Edie discovers the truth about Tom, is consider- 
ably uglier, more disturbing, and — this being a Cronenberg film — more 
erotic. Bello performs in both scenes, and everything in between, with 
deeply committed delicacy. We beUeve in her love and her revulsion. 

A History of Violence is of a piece with Cronenberg's other work, 
though it seems to offer easier catharsis (but doesn't really). A confron- 
tation late in the movie between Tom and a bad man played with cool, 
self-amused malevolence by WiUiam Hurt is played out almost as drawing- 
room comedy, with the violence no longer painful because we're now in 
a world where fife is meaningless. Ultimately, we find Tom at the dinner 
table with his son — who seems infected with his father's virus of swift 
retributive force — and his Uttle daughter and Edie, and volumes of the 
unspoken pass between man and wife. That's the movie's true mystery, 
and the one Cronenberg prefers to leave us with: Then what do you do?

The Original Wanderer

I have to confess that a personal pet peeve of mine 
for about the first two years of working here at The 
Wanderer was when I'd introduce myself and someone 
would feel the need to belt out a wobbly rendition of 
"The Wanderer." 

They call me the wanderer, 

Yeah the wanderer, 

I roam around around around around. 

Well, last week I finally got to vent to the man who 
first foisted that infectious little ditty on Dion and the 
Belmonts and, in turn, the rest of the world. 

Pop songwriter and Grammy Hall of Fame Award 
winner Ernie Maresca actually contacted me online 
last week when he did a search for one of his biggest 
hits and instead stumbled upon our humble little news- 
paper website. It was Mr. Maresca who penned not only 
Dion's chart-topping version of "The Wanderer," but 
also was responsible for such golden-oldies as "Run- 
around Sue," "Donna the Prima Donna," and his own 
1962 smash, "Shout Shout (Knock Yourself Out)." 

Now retired and living in Florida, I chatted with 
Mr. Maresca earlier this week about his hits and "The 
Wanderer" ... the song, that is, not the newspaper you're 
holding. 

"When I first wrote 'The Wanderer' in 1958, 1 sent 
it to everyone and nobody wanted it," Mr. Maresca 
laughed. "They actually told me to get out of the busi- 
ness." 

Luckily, Mr. Maresca stuck to his guns and even- 
tually made the acquaintance of Dion, who expressed 
interest in the song, among others. 

"They gave me a $75 advance, which I took," he 
said. "They released it as the flip side of 'The Majestic' 
(single)." 

Mr. Maresca was intrigued to learn that our weekly 
publication wasn't actually named after his hit record 
but rather the last whaling bark built in Mattapoisett. 

Of course that never stopped the amateur Dions 
from singing Mr. Maresca's song to me. 




"The Wanderer" went on to become one of Dion's 
biggest hits and served to kickstart Mr. Maresca's vi- 
brant song- writing career for countless doo- wop groups 
in the early 1960s, eventually leading to his own record- 
ing deal with Seville Records. 

Although he confessed he "wasn't much of a 
singer," the small New York-based record label was 
hoping to cash in on his song-crafting chops and wasn't 
disappointed when his own recording of "Shout Shout 
(Knock Yourself Out)" broke out and charted as high 
as number 6 on the Billboard Top 100. 

Co-written with friend Tom Bogdany while in a 
Manhattan bar called George's Nut House, according 
to Mr. Maresca, "Shout Shout" became one of many 
feelgood anthems that found a place alongside hits by 
Elvis Presley and Chubby Checker. It's still a favorite 
at wedding receptions, much like The Isley Brothers' 
similarly-rousing "Shout." 

Bom in the Bronx and having "lived in New York 
all my life," he said, Mr. Maresca is now enjoying re- 
tirement with his wife and he said he actually ran into 
Dion about six months ago down in Florida. 

"He was doing a concert with Frankie Valli and 
he gave us tickets," Mr. Maresca said. "We went and 
I couldn't believe the place was packed and sold out! 
People still love those old songs." 

To that end, Mr. Maresca still oversees a publishing 
company which controls the bulk of his back catalog. 

"Those songs are always active," Mr. Maresca said. 
"We just signed a deal with a company called Spirit ... 
to re-release (my material)." 

And so the original wanderer still wanders.
